Washington, Apr. 20. 
President Kennedy said today that the 
United States did not intend te aban- 


Communists. 


He made this remark in a 
specch prepared for delivery to 
the annual mecting of — the 
American Society of Newspaper 
Editors. 

Tne President said — that 
unilateral intervention by the 
United States in Cuba follow- 
ing the invasion by unti-Castro 
*forees; would have been con- 
trary to Mts traditions and Its 
international obligations, 

“But let the record — show 
that our restraint is not in- 
exhaustible,” lhe commented. 

“Should = it ever appear that 
the inter-American doctrine of 
non-interference merely cons 
eeals or excuses a polley of 
non-aclion—if the nations of 
this hemisphere should fail to 
meet their commitments against 
outside Ceommunist pencira- 
ton—then I want It _ clearly 
understood that thls Govern- 
ment will not hesitate in mecet- 
ing its primary obligations 
which ure to the security of our 
own nation,” the President 
sald, Z 


Stamped in bfood 


Mr Kennedy went on to say 
that should that time ever come 
the United States did not intend 
to be lectured on “intervention” 
by the Sovict ‘Union, whose 
character, he said, “was stamp- 
ed for all time on the bloody 
streets of Budapest.” 

Then, in an apparent refer- 
ence to Cuban Premier Castro’s 
elaim of the defeat of the In- 
vading anti-Castro forces, the 
President declared: “Nor would 
we expect or accept the same 
outcome which this small band 
of Cuban refuyees must have 
known they were chancing, de- 
termined as they were against 
beavy odds te pursue their 
courageous attempt to regain 
thelr island's freedom.” 


Not final episode 

The President said that it 
was not the first tlme that 
Communist ianks had rolled 
over gallant men and women 
fighting to redeem the inde- 
pendence of thelr homeland. 

“Nor is it by any means the 
final episode in the eternal 
struggle of  Siberty against 
tyranny, anywhere or the face 
of the globe, ineluding Cuba 
itself,’ he snid. 

‘The President said that the 
United States Intended to pro- 
fit frcm the lesson of Cuba, of 
Laos, and “of the rising din of 
Communist voices in Asin and 
Latin America,” 

He said the messnge from 
these places was that “the 
complacent, the st)f-indulgent, 
the soft societies are to be 
swept away with the debris of 
history.” 

“Only the strong, only tho 
industrious, only the visionary 
can survive,” he said, 


Should be clear 


“No greater task faces this 
nation or thls administration. 
No other challenge is . more 
deserving of our every effort 
and energy. Too Jong we have 
fixed our eyes on traditional 
military needs, on armies pre- 
pared to cross borders or 
missiles polsed for flight. Now 
it should be clear that this fs 
no longer cnough--that our 
security may be lost without the 
firing of a alngle missile or the 
erossing of a single border,” 
President Kennedy sald. 

“We intend to profit from 
this lesson. We intend to re- 
examine and re-orient our 
forces of all kinds, our tactics 
and our Institutions here In this 
country. We intend to intensify 
ur cfforta for a struggic 
many ways more difficult than 
war... 

“Let me then moke’, clear os 
President of tho United States 
that I an determined upon our 
system’s survival ‘and succes? 
regardicsa of tho cost and 
regardless of. the peril,” 
President Kennedy sald, —

where. I hope as many citizens 
as possible wiil attend.”

UGGED,  sweat-staincd 

miners, working round 
the clock two miles inside 
Mont Blanc, hove called for 
grcotoer security procautions 
as they . blast the world’s 
longest road tunnel. 

There have already been 600 
accidents since the French end 
of the tunnel was begun in 
1959. The tunnel has cost four 
Hves already—and the miners 
fear {t- will kill more men before 
its seven miles are completed. 

The 300 men, tmd picked 
because of thelr strength to 
tackle the “toughest job in the 
world,” have threatened to walic 
out unless steps are taken to cut 
the aceldent rate. 

And, say the miners, who have 
been working in temperatures 
of more than 100 degrees, the 
golng is beeomlak tougher as 
they reach the granite im- 
mediately under the 8,000ft. 
peak of the mountain. 


Explosion 

The Jast accident. at the 
French entrance lo the tunnel 
4,000ft. above the ski rescrt of 
Chamenix, cost the lives of two 
men and caused a strike that 
halted tunnellng. 

It happened when a 72-ton 
drilling machine moved forward 
to altack the binck rock and 
one of its 15 drills hit a buricd 
explosive charge.
